ance shall not. be .deemed-an abandon- 
ment of any rights or position heratofor* 
assumed.

ceedings of the commission may not b» 
said.to be ex parte, that the truth may ap- 
.pear and tnat time may be saved in tha 
Inquiry with which' the commission ara 
charged. Gthe invitation goes in the shape 
of & latter to . Secretary Olney, who has 
made response, saying that he has trans- 
mitted a 'copy o'f 'the commission's ylewa 
to tie two governments concerned.

co-operation and'Bid of the two nations which

Donndary differences. 


It must have suggested itself to you, aa it no 


doubt has, to the president, that this commis- 
.fiion, .thus authorized to ascertain and repor! 
the boundary line between two foreign na- 
tions, hears only a remote resemblance to thosa 
tribunals of an international character, oi 
which we have had "several exurnplea in tha 
past. They, were constituted by an'd with tha 
consent of the disputants them'selves; andwem 
authorized by ,the parties immediately con- 
cerned-to pronounce a-flnal judgments- 


The questions at issue were presented by thci 


advocates of the various interests, upon whose 
diligence and skill the tribnnal mighs .safely 
rely.f or all the data and the arguments easen- 
Ual to the formation of an intelligent judg- 
ment. Their functions were therefore con- 
fined to the exercise of judicial powers, and 
they might fairly expect to reach a result sat- 
isfactory to their own conscience, while il 
commanded the respect of those whose inter- 
ests were directly involved. 
. The present r-commiasion, neither by tha 
mode or its appointment nor by the nature oi 
its duties, may be said to belong to tribunali 
of this character. 'Its duty will be dischargeJ 
if it shall diligently aud fairly seek to. inform 
tlie executive of certain facts touching a larga 
extent of territory in which the United Stated 
have:-no direct interest. Whatever may ba 
the conclusion, reached, no territorial aggran- 
dizement nor material gain in any form can 
uccrue to the United States. 


The sole concern, of oar government is tha 


peaceful solicitude of a controversy between 
two friendly powers; for the just und honor- 
able settlement, of t-he title to disputed terri- 
tory, and tiie protection of the United States 
against any fresh acquisitions In cur hemi- 
sphere on the part of any European state. •

the commission the a!d that re Lj no doubt in 
their power to furnish in the way of docu- 
mentary proof,- historical narrative, unpub- 
lished archives or the like. 


•Jt is scarcely necessary to say that if either 


should deem it appropriate to designate an 
agent or attorney, whose duty it would be to 
see that no such proofs were omitted,.or over- 
looked, the commission would be grateful for 
such evidence of good will, and for the valua- 
ble results which would be likely to follow 
therefrom. 


Any act of either government In tho direc- 


tion here suggested might be accompanied by 
an express reservation as to her claims, and 
should not be deemed to he an abandonment 
or impairment of any position - heretofore ex- 
pressed.. In other"-words, and in lawyers' 
phrase, eachmlght.be willing to act the para 
ofan'amious curite, and tto throw light upon 
difficult and complex questions of fact, which, 
ahould be examined as carefully as the magni- 
tude of the subject*demands. 


The purposes of the pending investigation 
'are certainly hostile to none, nor cati it he of 
advantage to any that the machinery devised 
by the government of the United States to se- 
cure the desired information should fail in its 
purpose.

WASIIIKGTOS, 3iu.21.-A. message from 


the president enclosing tho correspondence 
concerning Mr. Bayard's speeches in Eng- 
land, which so offended Mr. Barrett and 
follow-Republicans, . was received by the 
house yesterday. Tliu president says he 
has takeu no action in the premises. 


The first letter in the report is from Mr. 


Bayard to Secretary Oluer, dated London, 
Dec. IS, in which IIB says ho observes from 
thu newspapers in England the action of 
tho 
IIOUBU of representatives looking to 


his impuaohment, and encloses u printed 
copy of tho Edinburgh address. 


Mr. Bayard calls attention to tho fact 


that tho address in question was delivered- 
bufore an Institution purely literary and 
iseiontific iu its character, and wholly un- 
connected with political parties—which 
had honored two of his official predeces- 
sors with similar invitations, which in 
both cases had been accepted; subjects 
political in. their nature ("Democracy" 
aud "The Law of the Land") having been 
respectively selected. 


No political canvass was pending or ap- 


proaching In this country when the ad- 
dress was made, and no interference or 
participation in local or party political 
concerns in this country was, therefore, 
possible. 


The address, he says, consisted of his 


personal opinions upon governmental in- 
stitutions in general—the moral forces 
and tendencies which underlie them—and 
the governmental policies which assist in 
thu conservation of the freedom of tha in- 
dividual as an osseutial Integer of human 
proi;rt!3s, and of the permanence of civ- 
ilization. 
The judgments so delivered 


wero formed after careful deliberation, 
and, in their presentation, sundry histori- 
cal facts and arguments tending to sus- 
tain rhem were advanced. 


"When1 tho congress," he says, "shall 


have concluded its action on tho subject, 
it is possible that I may desire to submit n 
further statement; but meanwhile I con- 
sider it proper to place before you the ad- 
dross itself iu full, aud the facts connected 
withils delivery." 


Mr. Bayard adds in a postscript: "I 


find, upon reading over this note, that Mr. 
Lowell's address on 'Democracy' 
was 


delivered before the Midland Institute ab 
Birmingham—ao association similar in 
its character and purposes to the Edin- 
burgh Philosophical Institution." 


Secretary Olnoy then cabled the am- 


bassador, Jan. 3, that the house resolution 
asked iioc only whether the Edinburgh 
speech was made, but also whether iu the 
Boston speech ho used these words: 
"Tho 


president stood in the midst of a strong, 
solf-reliaut, and oftentimes violent, peo- 
ple—men who sought to have their own 
•way. It took a real man to govern tho 
people of tho United St'.ites." 


Mr. Oluey's dispatch also asked Mr. 


Bayard to send any additional statement! 
regarding the Edinburgh speech he desired 
to make, aud said the resolution askod 
what, if any, action the president had 
tuken on the speeches. 


Not v. Set Speech. 


Mr. Bayard cabled he would comply, 


and wrote confirming the cablegram. In 
this letter, dated Jan. 4, he says: My 
function was in gratification of head 
miutei1 and those interested in the wel- 
fare of tho school, to deliver the prizes to 
the graduating students. The exercises 
\yere of a very simple and informal nature; 
aud without a note or .prepared words of 
any kind. I made a short prefatory speech 
aud handed over tha prizes to tho success- 
ful competitors. 


In the afternoon wo adjourned to a pub- 


lic hall, where a dinner was served, and, 
as is customary here, there wero toasts 
and responses, and I responded to the 
health of -the President of tho United 
States, and subsequently to a toasS to my- 
self. So far as I vras concerned, every- 
thing was impromptu, and a kindly, hu- 
morous, post-prandial tono prevailed. 


It seems a reporter was present, nor did 


I know that any report had been zuado 
until tho local newspaper was sent to ma 
a few days afterward in London. I sent 
a copy to Mr. Cleveland, because the re- 
port contained a kindly reference to the 
family home circle of the prudent. And 
as I have grandchildren In Boston, I sent 
a copy into that household. This was the 
extent of "publication" in the .United 
States of which I have any knowledge. 


The occurrence, he said, had passed out 


of his memory until it was made the basis 
of a resolution of impeachment by the 
United States house of representatives as 
a "high crime and misdemeanor" under 
tho constitution. 
. He thanks Mr. Oluey for his prompt 
information of the nature of the house 
resolution, in regard to which, us to every 
other matter, ho desires and intends that 
his position, acts aud opinions should be 
free from any misconception and be per- 
fectly transparent .to the president and fio 
his fellow countrymen. 


Two days later (Jan. 0) Mr. Bayard en- 


closed to Mr. Oluey copies of the Boston 
(Eng.) Independent, Boston Guardian, 
Lincolnshire Advertiser, Lincolnshire In- 
dependent of Aug. 10, each containing 
what purported to be a full report of the 
proceedings. 


"Sundry discrepancies," ' Mr. Bayard 


writes, "are obvious in these two reports 
—and they arc such as are usually inci- 
dental under similar circumstances—but 
as to the remarks attributed to mo, I 
spoko without premeditation, ...without 
notes, unaware of a reporter's presence, 
and have no means except recollection 
(now somewhat vague) to enable me to 
correct either report. 


"Therefore I shall not now essay it, al- 


though it is obvious the reporters fulled to 
cutcti my words (sometimes in Latin) and 
confuted them. But both reports are suffi- 
ciently full and accurate to describe the 
purpose of my visit and g«ueral nature 
and intent of my remarks. 


"I also inclosa herewith two additional 


cc^pies of the oddruss I made before tho 
tnilosophical Institution of Edinburgh on 
Nov. 7 last." 


In conclusion, Mr. Bayard said: "If it 


is desired to gather the actual purport and 
meaning of any statement, it would ap- 
pear to bo necessary that the phrases 
should not bo separated from the context, 
but that all tho parts should be considered 
in their relation to each other, and that as 
the honorable house of representatives 
have in the grave exercise of 
their

ner of craft -with gay colors flying-. A 
special steamer carried members .of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Produce 
Exchange, and decks of private . yachts 
were gay with tho attire of many ladies. 
General Marin and the five members of 
his family were on one of tho yachts 
which escorted the Alfonzo Doce down the 
harbor. The wharf was black with people 
as the war ~ vessel floated past, and all 
shouted vivas for 'Campos. The general's, 
eons, his aides, chief of staff and General 
Arderius, his brother-in-law and second 
in command, accompanied him. 


The Usual "Official" Account. 


A battle of importance, is reported to 


have occurred at Fairones. only five miles 
south of Pinar del Rio. The column of 
troops commanded by Major Sanchez, 
numbering 360, were attaclked by 2000 in- 
surgents, under Maceo. Lieutenant Colo- 
nel San Martin, at the head of 300, came 
to the assistance of M.ijor Sanchez, and a 
fierce combat was precipitated. The offi- 
cial account received says that the insur- 
gents wera forced to retreat, leaving 00 
killed behind and 
carrying off, 300 


wounded. Among the hitter is alleged to 
have been the leader Bermudez. 


It Is known that Maximo' Gomez and his 


forces were yesterday afe San Jose de las 
Lajas, about the center of Habana prov- 
ince, so that it is evident, that he has 
made another of his characteristic counter- 
marches. 
This is said to have been made 


in the consequence of. the . engagement 
Sunday morning between Colonel Molina 
and the bands of Nunez and others.

correct them are- insignificant nobodies. 


So I have thought of resolving that 


during the year 1806 -I would act some- 
thing, on. the Christian, science idea — 
there is" no evil— and miike no criticism 
of or reference to the conservatives, .but 
confine my attention to the meu, wom- 
en, -books, magazines and papers which 
are working for "the hnmanizatiou of 
man," i33 Rev. Dr. Whiton so well 
phrases it. 


There is, however, a difficulty in tbe 


•way of this plan of actioa which I do 
not know how to overcome. ' I know so 
many splendid workers for the elevation 
of humanity that I cannot possibly men- f 
tion them all in any public print, and to 
mention some seems to belittle the ott- 
ers. Any suggestions on this line -will 
be gratefully received. In the meantime . 
I wish to call attention to-an idea found- 
in a New York daily paper, "which, by 
the way, I shall not call by name, as it 
is hand in glove with the plutocracy. 
The article referred to exhorts the Re- 
publicans in congress to raise the tariS 
on wool, etc., and concludes as follows:

absurdity. For them to spend time in 
framing and. working for a bill which 
they know will ba made useless by the 
stroke of one man's pen would b« treach- 
ery unto the people they are sent to con- 
gress to serve. 
Their time would he 


much better employed in creating a de- 
mand for a constitntional amendment 
that shall forever wipe out the wrong 
and disgrace of allowing one man to 
make or unmake our laws, as the presi- 
dent virtually does so long as he retains 
the veto power. As has often been shown 
by direct lesislatiouistSi it is impossible 
for men under th'e shadow of the veto 
power to act with the same freedom and 
strength that they otherwise would.

How many 
hours, days, weeks, months and years 
have been spent in shaping bills so as 
to make them acceptable to the chief ex- 
ecutive? He should rather be called 
chief legislator. 


This veto bit in the mouths of the 


people's representatives was put there 
by half-weaned monarchists, who dared 
not trust the people and wanted some- 
thing like a king. It is a shame that it 
was ever put there and a thousand 
times a shame that' it remains with so 
little protest from the people. Are they 
afraid to trust themselves?

. Perhaps what I have written does not 


properly belong undor "New Year's res- 
olutions, " bat if it should stir anybody 
up to work for the abolition of , the veto 
in the hands of executive officers and to 
resolve to continue that work through 
1890, I would cheerfully endure any 
criticism as to irrelevancy.

Bayard to Secretary Olncy, dated London 
Dec. 
13, In which he says he observes from 


i-he newspapers in England tho action o 
the house of representatives looking to 
his impeachment, and encloses a printec 
copy of the Edinburgh address. 


Mr. Bayard calls attention to the facl 


that tho address in question, was delivered 
before an institution purely literary and 
scientific in its character, andtvliolly un- 
connected witli political parties—which 
had honored two of his official predeces- 
sors with similar invitations, which in 
both cases had been accepted; subject: 
political in their nature ("Democracy" 
and "Tho Law of tho Land") having been 
respectively selected. 


No political canvass -was pending or ap- 


proaching in this country when tho ad- 
dress was made, and no interference or 
participation in local or party political 
concerns in this country was, therefore, 
possible. 


The address, he says, consisted of his 


personal opinions upon governmental in- 
stitutions in "general—tho moral forces 
and tendencies which underlie them—and 
the groverumentul policies which assist in 
tho conservation of tho freedom of the in- 
dividual as an essential integer of. human 
progress, and of tho permanence of civ- 
ilization. 
The judgments so delivered 


were formed after careful deliberation, 
and, in their presentation, sundry histori- 
cal facts and arguments tending to sus- 
tain them were advanced.
